Ulckett risked hla 
chief. 
Lnngstroet, mastered by his 


emotions, could only nod *n assent and 
turn away, 
"I shall load my division 


forward, sir," wag'Pickett's reply. 


Then followed a scene unequalled 


In the military history of the world, 
and one In which, friend and foe alike 
havo borne testimony to the courag-e 
and fortitude with which, this sullant 
band met the ordeal of having to en- 
dura a terrible flre without tbo power 
of returning It, 
Tho distance to the 


centre of the "Union lines -was nearly a 
mile and for more than half that 
distance the boys or the Southland 
marched as If on holiday parade with 
flags and banners glistening in the 
sunlight. 
Ono Cofrnpany wag singing 


"Bonnie Blue Flag" and tho band of 
a reg-Iment in tho roar was playing- 
Southern airs. They were unmolested 
by the batteries of the Union forces 
which wero preparing to open their 
death dealing- flre at tho proper time. 
When they came within close range 
tho roar of the Federal g-uns was 
heard and wide gaps were torn In the 
ranks of Plckett'a men. only to bo 
filled up again by others, and yet on 
they came undismayed by tha danger 
and unchecked by tho murderous work 
if the Union forces surrounding them 
right Into tho Jaws of death. It seem- 
ed thu t they were aiming for the 
clump of trees which stood on the 


\ery Hiammit of the ridge. 
Cuahlng,, 


though, badly wounded, had stood by 
his guns at this point until the guns 
wero disabled and nearly all b.fa fi-un- 
ners killed or wounded. 
The two 


guns still -In working- order were 
wheeled down to the stono wall by 
the men of the 69th. and 71»t «jw2 for 
a time did deadly wortc In the ranks 
of thp Confederates. 
The men under 


Lieutenant-Colonel Kochensperger in. 
conjunction with the men of the 69th 
hugged the stono wall. Plckett'n men 
came on and discovering a vacant por- 
tion of tho wall they began, to leap 
over. 
Then two Companies of the 


69th swung back in. order to protect 
tho wall and a hand to hand conflict 
of tho most desperate character took 
place. 
A Confederate caUed, out to 


James Donnelly, of the GDth, to sur- 
render , levelling his musket to flro 
at the same time, but before he oould 
pull the trigger, Donnelly, who »«r« a 
boy, about eigrhteen years of agr«, foiled 
the' man with the barrel of, his gun. 
Corporal Brnxlley, of the wtm* "Com- 
pany, was killed about tlila time, hav- 
ing- Ms skull crushed by a Confederate 
soldier while attempting to beat back 
tho men wfro were coming over tho 
wall, Goneral Armietead, wh.o led, ono 
of Pickett's front brigades, reached 
the farthest polxit of the Confederate 
advance an d wltji his n.an<l upon a 
Union gun while -under the shadow of; 
the Oaes of his br%ad9, fell mortally 
wounded. Tho etruggle wtwi soon over 
for Ptokett'a m«n were outnumbered 
and the loss of Armistead had bepn a 
sad blow. 
Over four thousand were 


made prison era a,nd, as many more 
were lying on the field or cold in 
death. 
Virginia on that flay yielded 


up as s. sacrifice to th« Lost Causa 
her gallant, chlvalroan sons -who, 'with 
unfaltering etep and unsurpassed brav- 
ery, boro almost alone tlie brunt of a 
charge perhaps the mowt heroic and 
flaring In the anna4a of warfare. 


The battlo of Octtyeborff wns over. 


The cost of men had. D*«n frightful, 
for the losses of the two armies had

Tho weary Confederates retreated, to ' 
the waiting lines of the^Confoderacy 
on Seminary Ridge and Leo then be- 
gan his retreat to "Virginia^ The high-

Tho reader's attention is called to 


tho peculiar form ot tho animal In 
the pupal stage as shown In drawing 
No. 4, Where the position near the 
surface of tho -water IB indicated by 
lines above tho figure. The long legs, 
proboscis, and elaborate antennae are 
all carotully folded up within the bag- 
looking affair attached to tho thorax. 
In this state also the location of the 
eyea may be observed. ' Theso organs 
whon, viewed under the microscope ap- 
pear much like blackberries In color 
and checkering. The peculiar trump- 
et-aha.pod breathing organs may be 
«oen projecting from tho top of the 
thorax. 


In figure E to shown a specimen of 


mosquito called "Anophelea 
quad- 


rlmaculatus" — ono of tho malarial 
mosquitoes as originally drawn by I>r. 
L. O. Howard, Chief of the Bureau, 
of Entomology, a man -who has given 
the subject special study and 
from 


whose drawings and writings much of 
the Information 
In thU article has 


been gleaned. 


In figure 6 10 shown a side view of 


a common variety of mosquito which 
was. drawn from a dead specimen, 
The originals of both specimens wore 
about throe-eljfhta of an inch only In 
length of body. 


Prof. W. F. Kirby, y. I*. S., states 


that the high-pitched note of the 
mosquito, which wo hear aa it ap- 
proaches ua. Is caused by' the very 
rapid vibrations of tho wings which 
boat the air at an estimated rate of 
3,000 strokes per minute, or 80 per 
second I 
Dr. Howard 
opposes this 


theory- by stating that this noise is 
produced by vibrations of a chltinous 
process in the large trachea just be- 
hind the thoracic spiracles during1 res- 
piration. As this noise ceases when 
the insect lights. It Is evident that 
tha action of tho wings has some- 
thing at least to do with the high- 
pitched hum. 
Regarding 
the 
malaria - earning 


propensities of the anopheles mosqui- 


s, Dr. KoTmrd write*: "The cause 


of human .malaria la the growth and 
development within the red blood 
cells o£ a very mlnuto parastu organ- 
.sm belonging to the lowest group of 


animal kingdom—the group Pro- 
;oioa, or one-colled animals, which live 
tn tho water or in damp mnd* or moaa, 
or inside the bodlee of other animals 
as parasites." These parasites are in- 
troduced through the skin as the mos- 
quito bites the victim. 


As 
these 
mosquitoes 
breed 
in 


marshy places and miasma omlnatlng 
from them was once given credit for 
the disease kno-wn aa malaria, In- 
stead of the blamo resting on the 
gorm-ladon proboscla of the anopheles 
mosquito. 
One peculiarity of 
this 


species Is thru they rarely blto except 
after night fall. 
Tho use of spirits 


of camphor or pennyroyal oil used on 
tho face and hands or upon the pillow 
at night la mifiTB-ested to keep these 
nlght-blters awuy. Whan only a very 
few mosqaltoes seem to be about, one 
by- one may be ."smacked" upon the 
face—if ona Js awake at ths time 
visited—by the simple but amueing- 
process of holding tho breath, just af- 
ter the mosquito has settled down on 
one's epidermis for a [rood draw on 
one's rod blood. 
Holding the breath 


closes up the pores in the skin and 
holds the mosquito captive, by l\ls 
proboscis, for lonr enough time to get 
in a good whack at him. 


Dr. Howard writes: 
"During the 


summer of 1900 and spring and sum- 
mer of 1901 the work of a commission 
of surgeons of the United States Army

la not 
convoyed, by Infected 


clothing of yell-ow-faver patients or by 
contact with such patients or by prox- 
imity to them, but that It la <;onveye<i 
by the bito of a certain species o£ 
moaquito known is "Btesonayla calo- 
pua" which abounds in region* where 
yellow fevep is possible," Thus is ona 
more disease Jnid. at the floor ot tho 
moaquito family. 


"Th.e bit'o of thi^ mowatutc*** contin- 


ues Dr. Howard, "does not convey yel- 
low fever to a healthy person until 
twelve days have elapsed from tho 
time when the same mosquito haa bit- 
ten a per*on. suffering with the dis- 
ease," 


The methods of exterminating these 


peats are as many as those suggested 
for the vanquishing- of the n>f which 
latter insect haa more excuse for 
existence, seeing- he is one of nature's 
scavengers, and to banish him, with- 
out first banishJngr what h» naturally 
feoda on, would produce a pestilence. 


^Por the extermination of the mos- 


quito, their breeding places in rain- 
barrels should be carefully screened; 
marshes should be drained and dis- 
infected and email pools of standing 
water should be covered by a film of 
kerosene oil and later drained and 
covered with, earth. To add to thesa 
measures houses should be screened 
and bed nettings used where the pesta 
are particularly abundant. By thesa 
measures Mr. Mosquito win be forced 
to relinquish his undesirable vocation.
